The indictments charge conspiracy in 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust law 
Pawan bode commerce.

The late J. P. Morgan was named in 
the bill as one of the conspirators. 

Bail was fixed at $5000 for each de- 
fendant by Federal Judge Foster. 

Of the 21 men indicted, only five are 
now on the New Haven directorate. 
(They are T. DeWitt Cuyler,: Henry K. 
McHarg, Edward Milligan, F. F. Brew- 
tter and F. H. Maxwell. The 21 men are 
tharged, in the language of the indict-' 
ment, as follows:

The indictment enumerates approxi- 
mately 160 corporations whose business, 
it is charged, was.to be monopolized.

YARDS QUARANTINE 
IS MADE TIGHTER 


Slaughtering Is Permitted, but 
No Cattle, Hogs or Sheep 
May Be Shipped. 


INCLUDES WHOLE STATE 


Inspectors at Work at East St. 
Louis and Action There 
May Be Taken. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—The Government 
quarantine, against the Union S8tock- 
yards, which was made complete this 
morning, by an order from Washington 
which also included the entire State of 
Illinois, was modified this faternoon. 
The new order permits the receipt for 
immediate slaughtering of livestock in 
the Chicago yards, but still forbids the 
shipping out of stock. The quaran- 
tine order was announced by Dr. 8. E. ' 
Bennett, chief of the local ‘branch of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry. 

The new order eliminates fear that 
the big packing houses at the Union 
Stockyards would have to close after 
tomorrow, and the effect will be that 
fully 75 per cent of the business at the 
yards will continue, 

May Extend to East St. Louis. 

Dr. R. A. Ramsey, chief of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, who is here, said 
the quarantine might be extended to the 
National Stockyards at Kast St. Louis 
in a few days. He said inspectors were 
at work there and that as soon as they 
make their report action may pe saken, | 

A conference of leading interests at 
the Union Stockyards was held to con- 
sider conditions. M. 8. Hurne, chief of 
the statistical division of the yards, said 
latest reports showed no developments 
of the hoof and mouth disease in the 
yards, . 

It is thought the quarantine will last 
at least a month. Certainly it will 
continue until Government inspectors, 
who started out last night, have made 
a thorough examination of the livestock 
on farms in the infected states. There 
are 100 inspéctors now working in IIli- 
nois, “Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Iowa, 
Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska and other 
states. 


The extent of the catastrophe to the 
trade may be roughly approximated by 
the fact that the business done at the 
stockyards, with its ramifications into 
many other industries, is in the neigh- 
borhood of $35,000,000 a day. 

Livestock Now at Yards. 

At the yards today there were 21,000 
cattle, 35,000 hogs and 40,000 sheep. The 
slaughtering of these, it was said at the 
office of Morris & Co., would require 
only two days. 

The livestock market took the tighten- 
ing of the quarantine in nervous fash- 
ion. The bulk of the trades had been 
made before rumors of the order were 
confirmed, but with confirmation, prices 
for cattle and sheep dropped sharply 
for the moment, but as sharply recov: 
fered. Hogs, which had sold 5c to 10 
under Saturday, advanced to a level lic 
to 20c higher than the previous close. 

The closing of the yards was deter- 
mined on when it was found that some 
cattle which had been in the local pens 
and shipped out to be fattened had de- 
veloped the malady on the farm. This 
fact was reported to Washington, and 
in response Dr. Bennett was instructed

National Stock Yards Have No Notice 
of Quarantine. 


At the offices of the National Stock-4~ 


yards in East St. Louis and at the head 
quarters of Dr. E. L. Bertram, repre-, 
sentative there, of the United States 
Bureau of Aninfal Industry, it was said 
today that no notification of a quaran- 
tine on the National Stockyards had 
been received from Washington and that 
business was proceeding as usual. 

It was said that the quarantine as 
modified, if applied to East St. Louis, 
would mean that cattle could be re- 
ceived here for immediate slaughter, 
but that no live cattle could be shipped 
from the yards. The receipt of cattle 
for slaughter, it was said, would insure 
a supply sufficient for the needs of the 
big packing houses. 

It was expected that if the order was 
applied to the East St. Louis yards it 
would be necessary to close the yards 
for about ten days to allow time for 
fumigation. This, it was said, would 
not interfere with the receipt of slaugh- 
tering cattle, which could be sent direct 
to the packing houses. 


Foot and Mouth Disease Was Carried 
From Michigan. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The quaran- 
tine was placed on the Chicago yards 
Saturday when it was discovered that a 
shipment of hogs from infected territory 
in*Southern Michigan had carried the 
foot and mouth disease to the yards and 
that it had been transmitted from there 
by feeders and stockers shipped to 
Northern Michigan and elsewhere. 

Late Saturday a case was discovered 
in the yards at Pittsburg by inspectors 
and they are now seeking to trace it. 
Officials here were in telephone confer- 
ence today with inspectors at Pittsburg 
and Chicago. 

The order issued Saturday against the 
Union Stock Yards forbade all inter- 
state and foreign shipments except of 
cattle destined for immediate slaughter 
and carried in disinfected and sealed 
cars and under a certificate of Federal 


inspection.

‘Turke y Risking Loss 
of Constantinople to 
Russia, Says Expert

ITH the entrance of Turkey 
W into the great war, the East- 

ern question is also thrown 
into the melting pot of war, in which 
are already the other-great problems 
of a century of European history. 
Fhe~ British journals which assert 
that @ general liquidation of all 
European differences, another set- 
tlement Nke that of the Congress of 
Vienna, 
ments again replace soldiers, have 
perhaps hit off most exactly the 
consequence of Osmanli  participa- 
tion. } 

To explain the Turkish decision for 
war is simple. For more than a 
century Russia has been Turkey’s 
hereditary enemy. Russian aggres- 
sion has swept away all the an- 
cient Turkish possessions east of the 
Pruth and north of the Biack Sea. 
Russian support for the Serb and the 
Bulgar has resulted in the driving of 
Turkish rule from the Danube to the 
very shores of the Bosporus. But 
even there, Russian advance has 
halted rather than terminated. Con- 
stantinople remains the goal of 
Romanoff ambition. To plant the 
cross over St. Sophia is the dream 
of Nicholas II, as of Peter the 
Great. 

Victorious in the present conflict, 
Russia can have Constantinople. 
Twice, when her soldiers were almost 
within sight of that city, British in- 
tervention prevented the capture of 
the town. The Crimean War, the 
arrival of British warships after the 
treaty of San Stefano, these were 
the two checks that held back the 
Czar. But now that the British are 
allied with the Russians, the chance 
that England, in the hour of tri- 
umph, would oppose Russian ambi- 
tion to have the city of the Sultans 
is slight. 


Turk Must Go, Anyway. 

For the Turk, then, there. is little 
choice. The fact that German ambi- 
tion has its own designs, that Asia 
Minor is included in the grandiose 
scheme of Pan-Germanism is unmis- 
takable. But even if Russia and En- 
gland are beaten now, they can be 
depended upon to back the Turk 
against such aggression. But against 
victorious Russia there is no promise 
of protection. 

Again, if Russia be the immediate 
enemy, England and France are 
only less so. British occupation of 
Egypt has definitely deprived the 
Turk of his finest province. France, 
in Algeria and Tunis, has weakened 
Moslem power? To save Stamboul, 
to regain Egypt, Tunis, Algeria, even 
Tripoli—to restore the ancient Medi- 
terranean empire of Mohammed— 
this must be a rea] and vital part of 
the dream of every Turkish patriot. 

So much for the Turkish purpose.

Now as to its effect upon the present 
conflict. What nations will it affect 
at once, and how? First as to the 
neutral nations. These are Italy, 
Rumania, Bulgaria and Greece, to all 
of whom the Turkish decision is of 
vital importance. 


Italy’s Big Stake. 

For Italy, the position is this: If 
Turkey reconquers Egypt, Italy’s 
hold in Tripoli becomes wholly pre- 
carious. All that she won with so 
much effort, in blood, in treasure, 
becomes practically valueless. Italian 
rule in Tripoli, at the moat, will be 
reduced to the empty possession of 
a few coast ports, to a foothold in 
Lybia, wholly analogous to that 
Spain has held in Morocco for four 
centuries. 

Again, Italy has already taken 


' pteps to establish her influence in 


Albania. But, if Turkey succeeds in 
restoring her military power, noth- 
ing is more inevitable than that she 
will endeavor to regain her lost 

provinces in the Balkans. And of 
those, Albania, with its Mohamme- 
dan population, promises to be the 
easiest to reconquer. 

Interests With Allies. 

An these circumstances combine to 
exercise a powerful influence upon 
Italy. Her own African province is 
now imperilled by the holy war pro- 
voked by the Sultan's religious leg- 
ends. like France and England, she 
must oppose any effort to restore 
Ottoman rule on the African shore 
of the Mediterranean. Here all her 
personal interests are identical with 
those of England and France, while 
in the Balkans and along the Adri- 
atic she is the rival of Austria and 
Germany. 

As to Rumania, the situation is leas 
serious. Her ambition to redeem Aus- 
trian and Hungarian provinces in- 
habited by Rumanians still stands, 
In addition, she must view with ap- 
prehension any alliance between Bul- 
garia and Turkey, because in the 
second Balkan war she seized Bul.- 
garian territory, and must expect an 
attack if Bulgaria shares in a vic- 


ualties daily. The losses yesterday were 
slight. .

As long as Bulgaria re- 
mains neutral she can afford to stay 
out, but the desire for Transvania 
and Bukowina is unmistakable, the 
sympathy of the masses of the peo- 
ple is plainly with the allies, and the 
Turkish decision might easily give 
just the impulse needed to send 
Rumania into the conflict. 

Finally, it is Austria, not Russia 
or France or England, which is 
Italy’s rival in the near East. If the 
Austro-German alliance is successful, 
its next aim will naturally be to as- 
sert industrial as well as political 
supremacy in the Ottomar. empire. 
Under Turkish rule, possibly Salonica 
will become the eastern gateway of 
the two central Powers. Servia and 
Montenegro will pass to Hapsburg 
rule, and Italy will be outstripped in 
the race to the near East. 

Bulgaria remains the storm center 
of the present situation. In the 
second Balkan war, Serb, Greek, Ru- 
manian and Turk combined to de- 
prive her of the fruits of her splen- 
did victories. Greece, Servia and 
Rumania took from her lands popu- 
lated by Bulgars. Russia, in Bulga- 
Tian eyes, betrayed her at the criti- 
cal hour. “Call us Tartars, Huns, 
anything but Slavs,” were the bitter 
words of one Bulgarian General at 
Bucharest. It is easy, then, to see 
how Bulgarian resentment at recent 
wrongs may provoke participation 
with ie in the war. 


garta’s Chances 
Yet the po and perils of such a 


course are unmistakable. It is con- 
ceivable that Bulgaria might regain 
Macedonia, reoccupy Monastir, Och- 
rida, Kauala, take Salonica. But it 
is equally possible that Turkey, with 
the consent of the Austro-German 
statesmen, might insist on possessing 
all her ancient provinces. On the 
other hand, if Bulgaria joined with 
the grand alliance, she could hope to 
regain Adrianople, advance to the 
Enos-Midia line again. She might 
also reasonably expect to receive 
Macedonian concessions from Servia 
if Servia should acquire Bosnia. 

If Bulgaria remains neutral, Turk- 
ish troops cannot join the battle 
in Central Europe. If she joins 
the Austro-German®* alliance, the 
combined Turkish-Bulgarian armies 
may presently be in Servia, endeav- 
oring to join hands with the Aus- 
trians across King Peter's little 
state, gnd thus open a way for 
Turkish army corps to appear in 
France or in Western Galicia. 

As to Greece, like Rumania, she is 
bound to Servia in an alliance to pre- 
serve the status quo created by the 
treaty of Bucharest. Victorious 
Turkey whbuld inevitably reclaim the 
Egean Islands held by Greece, would 
demand and obtain Salonika, if Bul- 
garian claims were rejected. The 
entrance of Turkey on the side of 
Germany would inevitably bring 
Greece in on the other side. Al! her 
history, all her sympathy binds her 
to France and England, her cham- 
pions, over a century of suffering. 

Such, briefly, are the major circum- 
stances of the new crisis created by 
the Turkish decision to ally herself 
with Germany. Such, in the larger 
view, is the fashion in which Turkish 
participation will affect the Balkan 
States and Italy. It is idle to fore- 
cast, but every scrap of evidence in 
hand would point to an ultimate de- 
cision by Italy and Rumania in favor 
of the Anglo-French-Russian alli- 
ance. As to Bulgarta, none can 
speak. As to Greece, she will wel- 
come the chance to march with her 
ancient friends. 

For the Turk, it is clear the final 
hour has come. If defeated, he must 
now quit Europe—go back to Ana- 
tolia, conceivably lose Arabia, Syria, 
the valley of the Euphrates, certain- 
ly surrender his half of Armenia.

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Official Bulletin Announces 


PARIS, Nov. 2.—Yesterday was the 
day fixed by Gen. von Buelow for de- 
stroying the Prince of Monaco’s chatcau 
de Marchais, near Sissonne, and the 
villages in the neighborhood unless 2 
fine of 500,000 francs ($100,000) was paid. 
No word has been received as to what 
happened there yesterday. This fine was 
levied because, it: was alleged, broken 
glass was scattered on the road to im- 
pede the military automobiles. The in- 
habitants denied the accusation. 

Lieutenant-Colonel von Krupka, com- 
mandant of the post, ordered the fine 
paid in full to avoid “heavy damages to 
the commune.”” The authorities replied 
that they were unabte to collect more 
than 120,000 francs ($24,000). Lieutenant- 
Colonel von Krupka, after consultation 
with Gen. von Buelow, decided to allow 
two delegates to visit the Prince of Mo- 
naco, proprietor of the Monte Carlo ganz- 
bling palace, to ask aid. His authoriza- 
tion read: ‘“‘I am authorized by His Ex- 
cellency to tell you that the remaining 
part of the fine must be paid before 
Nov. 1. The delegation is instructed 9

The Prince also wrote this letter to 
Emperor William: 

“Sire: I forward to Your Majesty sev- 
eral documents concerning an affair 
which is very grave and urgent.

von Buelow has occupied for a month 
and a half my residence of Marchais, 
situated three miles from the village 
of Sissonne. The General has fined the 
1500 inhabitants of this poor, ruined vil- 
lage 600,000 francs, of which they are 
unable to pay more than a fourth part. 

‘‘Moreover, he sent to me two dele- 
gates, bringing documents in which he 
threatens to destroy my residence and 
the village of Marchais, besides that of 
Sissonne, in case I would not take on 
my shoulders, and this before Oct. 31, 
the aforementioned sum.

Ready to Spend Millions. 

That the Rockefeller foundation has 
determined to employ its immense re- 
sources for the relief of noncomba- 
tants in the countries afflicted by the 
war and stands ready to give ‘millions 
of dollars, ,if necessary,” for the® pur- 
pose, was announced last night by John 
D. Rockefeller Jr., president of the} 
foundation. . 

The foundation will send a commis- 
sion to Europe in a few days to report 
as to how, when and where aid can be 
given most effectively. At a cost of 
$275,000 it already has chartered a ship 
and loaded it with 4000:tons of provi- 
sions for the relief of the starving Bel- 
gians. 

“This action is taken,” Rockefeller 
says, ‘‘as a natural step in fulfilling the 
chartered purposes of the foundation. 
namely, ‘to promote the well-being of 
mankind throughout the world.’ ”’ 

The ship is the Massapequa, the larg- 
est neutral] vessel now in New York 
harbor, and it will sail Tuesday morn- 
ing direct for Rotterdam with a certifi- 
cation from the British Consul at New 
York that its cargo is destined for the 
use of Belgian noncombatants only and 
should not be delayed oP cig rhe 
supplies are consigned he American 
Consul at Rotterdam and will be dis- 
tributed by the Belgian Relief Commis- 
sion. 

Rockefeller has been in communiecaticn 
with Ambassador Page at London and 
made public a cablegram in which the 
Ambassador described the need of the 
Relgians and said that “it will require 
a million dollars a month for seven ot 
elght months to prevent starvation.” 

“In fact,’’ the Ambassador sald 
‘‘many will starve now before food can 
reach them.”

For Probate Judge, George Barnett is 
the Democratic candidate. He is 3 
years old. Graduated from Missouri 
University. Has been assistant to Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Lashly for two years, 
and has actively assisted him in his 
law enforcement policies, 

Samuel D. Hodgdon, the Republican 
candidate, is 46 years old and resides at 
Webster Groves. He was formerly As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney of St. Louis. 
At that time the office was elective. 
Hodgdon was a candidate for re-elec- 
tion in 1900, and after the * election 
eharged that he had fraudulently been 
counted out. He was City Attorney of 
Webster Groves for 10 years. He 's 
president of the Municipal League of 
Missouri, an organization of the offi- 
cere of municipalities. 

Hodgdon has been criticised by per- 
sons opposed to him because of his ac- 
tion in dismissing Proceedings begun at 
the instance of former Gov. Joseph W. 
Folk to oust Roland Johnson, then 
Prosecuting Attorney of St. Louis’ Coun- 
ty, from office for failure to prosecute 
violators of the saloon laws.

GEN. CHAFFEE, FORMER 
CHIEF OF STAFF, DIES 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., Nov. 2.—Lieu- 
tenant-General Adna Rh. Chaffee, retired, 
former Chief of Staff of the United 
States Army, died at his home hert 
yesterday. He was 72 years old. His 
body will be taken to Washington Tues- 
day for interment in Arlington National 
Cemetery. * 

Gen. Chaffee for four weeks had beer 
suffering from typhoid pneumonia. Mrs 
Chaffee and her daughter, Mrs. Joh» 
Hastings Howard, wife of an army oOffi- 
cer, were at the bedside when the ‘en:! 
came. Two other children, Mrs. Georg: 
French Hamilton, wife of an army Cap- 
tain, and Adna R. Chaffee Jr., a Lieu- 
tenant in the army, are in the Philip- 
pines. 

Gen. Chaffee enlisted as a private in 
Troop K, Sixth Cavalry, soon after the 
Civil War began and won a commis- 
sion as Second Lieutenant in 1863, an™ 
later was brevetted Lieutenant ani 
Captain for gallant and meritorious 
service. He had risem to the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, when, at the out: 
break of the Spanish War, he was sent 
to Cuba as a Brigadier-Genera] of Vol- 
unteers.

They said they found several men 
standing about a pool table on whica 
several playing cards were placed 
money being placed on the cards and 
the dice thrown, the player winning if 
he threw the number on which he 
had placed his money. 

The detectives reported that the money 
taken in the raid was on the table. 

The men arrested said they were 
George Smith, clerk, 3030 Bell avenue: 
Daniel Sullivan, bartender, 3030 Bell ave- 
nue; Oliver Bernhardt, bartender, 1452 
Benton street; Harry Shield, salesman, 
3030 Bell avenue, and August Buthe, 
teamster, 2201 North Market street. 

The dice, which the detectives de- 
scribed as ‘‘crooked,’’ were formed with 
corners cut in such manner that only 
certain numbers would turn up when 
they were thrown. 

Frank Weeke formerly conducte@ a

On evidence that the saloon conducted 
by Frank Weeke had not complied with 
the regulations of the excise law, Ex- 
cise Commissioner Anderson revoked 
the licenses of both places.

Nurse Weeps Constantly After} 


She Is Separated From Child 


at Station. 

On the arrival of Mrs. Julia Krususkv 
in St. Louis this.morning with Virginia 
Lee Gerhard, the 4-year-old girl whom 
she kidnaped a week ago, it was learned 


‘that at 2 a. m. the nurse made an at- 


tempt to escape with the child through 
a window of a Pullman car, at Boon: 
ville, Mo., and that their recapture 
“aused a short delay of the Katy train 
on which they were riding. 

The nurse and the child were placed 
sogether in one berth, over which Man- 
ton Davis, attorney for the girl’s fa- 
ther, Harry H. Gerhard of 814 Clara 
avenue; Detective Lawler and the por- 
fer took turns in keeping watch. 

The party had started for St. Louis 
from Muskogee, Ok., where Mrs. Kru- 
«usky was arrested Saturday, and their 
train had reached Boonville, Mo. The 
sentinels for a moment relaxed their 
watch.- 

Sees Woman Flee. 

One of the traincrew, standing on 
the station platform, was startled to 
see a white shape lowered from a win- 
Gow of the sleeping car. A moment 
later he saw a woman climb from the 
window, take the bundle in her arms 
and flee away into the darkness, 

He notified Davis and the detective, 
and they set out in pursuit. They found 
the nurse and the little girl, whom she 
had lowered from the car in the sheet, 
hiding in a wheat patch about 100 yards 
from the station. The nurse did not re- 
sist, and was taken back to the car 
with her charge. 

Gerhard told reporters that when 
Davis picked the child up, she said, “‘Oh, 
ig the train going to burn up? Judie 
(her pet name for the nurse) told me the 
train was burning up and we had to get 
out of the window.” 

There was considerable excitement be- 
cause of the flight and the chase, and 
the train was held for a few minutes 
until the fugitives were recaptured. 

The nurse wept bitterly as the train 
approached the Washington avenue sta- 
tion, and continued to sob after being 
locked up in the matron's detention 
room at police headquarters. She de- 
clared again and again that she would 
have preferred death to being separated 
from Virginia. 

Girl Welcomes Father. 

But when the girl saw her father at 
the Washington avenue station, she 
threw her arms around his neck and 
said: “Hello, daddy.” 

On the way from Muskogee the child 
won the attention of the passengers by 
the affection she showed for her nurse. 
She clung to the woman and said: “I 
don’t want to leave you.”’ 

The nurse had told her that when 
they reached St. Louis they would have 
te be separated because the nurse would 
be taken to jail. 

“I won't let them keep you in jail 
long,”’ the child said. 

Child Clings to Nurse.

to the nurse and was taken from her 
with difficulty.

George M. Painter, proprietor of the 
Rozier Hotel, Thirteenth and Olive 
streets, said today he was as greatly 
mystified ag the police and city firemen 
by evidences of incendiarism found in 
the hotel after fires in several rooms 
had been extinguished there last night. 

The hotel was closed for business Sat- 


urday and no guests were there when 
the fire started. | 

Painter was arrested iast night on or- 
der of Night Chief Gillaspy and wag re- 
leased on a common law bond by Judge 
Miller. He said he had spent the day 
automobile riding and had been in St 
Louis County and East St. Louis. He 
drove up to the hotel about ll p. m., 
after the fire had been extinguished, 
and said someone had telephoned to him 
in East St. Louis and told him the hotel 
was afire. 

Candles Extinguished. 

Yesterday’s newspapers carried ad- 
vertisements for a public sale of the 
furniture of the hotel this morning. 
The closing of the hotel had been 
forced by the Rozier estate, owners 
of the building, because the rent had 
not been paid since June. 

After the fire, incendiary “plants” 
were found in six rooms of the five- 
story building. These consisted of 
paraffin paper drinking cups filled 
with coal oil. In each cup stood a 
candle weighted at the lower end 
with an iron nut which served as 
candlestick. The tops of the candles 
extended about an inch above the 
surface of the oil. It evidently was 
planned that when the candles burned 
down the flame woul dignite the oil. 
All the candles found had been light- 
ed, but drafts or lack of air in the 
closets had extinguished them. 

Closets Were Locked. 

In all of the rooms damaged by fire 
it was found the fire had started in clos- 
ets and it was thought by firemen that 
similar “plants” were placed there. 

The fire apparently started about the 
same time in rooms on the second, 
third, fourth and fifth floors. All the 
closets in which ‘“plants’’ were found 
were locked when policemen and firemen 
started their investigatioh. In some in- 
stances holes had been chopped in the 
closet floors so that the burning oil 
could run into the rooms below.

Judge Wurdeman Issues Papers 
on Receipt of Duplicate of 
Appeal Mandate. 


A certified copy of the mandate of the 
Supreme Court, dismissing the appeal 
of John Jackson Cole from a sentence of 
one year in jail and a fine of $500, was 
received today by Circuit Clerk Wolff of 
St. Louis County. 

The appeal was dismissed seven months 
ago and, according to the records at 
Jefferson City, the mandate was mailed 
to Clayton April 15, last, but both Woiff 
and Judge Wurdeman told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter last week they had not 
received it. 

The mandate received today had 
marked across it in red ink ‘“‘Duplicate."’ 
Judge Wurdeman immediately had a ca- 
pias sent to Sheriff Bode, calling for the 
immediate arrest of Cole, who is said to 
be on a farm in Arkansas. Unless Cole 
appears in a reasonable time his bond 
of $2000 will be forfeited. It is signed by 
Fred Essen, Republican boss of St 
Louls County; Charles Autenrieth and 
Amedee B. Cole of 3705 Lindell boule- 
vard,*father of Cole. Judge Wurdeman 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter last week 
that he would parole Cole after he had 
served part of his sentence. 

Arthur N. Sager, attorney for Cole, 
said today he did not know where Cole 
was. Amedee Cole could not be found.

None of these brakemen applies brakes on a 
moving train. Every train is controlled by 
air brakes, operated from both the engine and 
the caboose, regardless of the length of the 
train, or the number of cars. 


On passenger trains, the air brakes can be 
controlled trom any car, and every car has a 
signal cord direct to the engine. What possible 
service could an extra trainman perform ona 
passenger tran? 


Not needed to relay signals 


It is claimed that an extra trainman on a 
freight train of over 40 cargris necessary to relay 
signals #0 the engineer. Such is not the case. 


Extra man wouldn’t prevent accidents 


It is claimed that an extra man would enable 
the trainmen to discover causes of accidents 


in time to prevent them. 


If such were the 


case the railroads would, long ago, have em- 
ployed this extra man, as it would be far 
cheaper to do this than to pay for accidents. 


It is not even claimed that an extra trainman 


would detect causes of accidents on a — 
train, in time to prevent them, yet, under this

While the railroads do not claim that long 
trains are safer than short ones, the facts cer-

If there is any need for these extra trainmen 
the Public Service Commission has full power 
to require the roads to employ them, when- 
ever and wherever the Commission thinks 
they are necessary. Why then should a law 
be passed, over-riding the authority of this 
Commission, which is being paid by the State 
to regulate just such matters? The answer is 
plain—the Commission is composed of fair- 
minded men, who have good judgment, and 
they have not thought that the extra trainmen 
are necessary. 


Similar law defeated in other states 


Similar laws have been proposed in other 
states, but they have been defeated. Governors 
Foss of Massachusetts, Hughes and Dix of 
New York, Harmon of Ohio, and Cruce of 
Oklahoma have all vetoed similar laws as 
either unfair/or unnecessary, and the legisla- 
tures of Texas and Louisiana have rolaaed 
to pass such laws.

To pass such a law in Missouri would add an 
unnecessary burden of half a million dollars a 
year to the already over-burdened- railroads, 
without accomplishing any good except to 500 
men,who would secure desirable jobs and ren- 
der no valuable service in return for their pay.

Propositions Nos. 11 and 12 for St. Louis home 
rule of police and excise should carry. St. Louis- 
ans should work and vote for them. 

Amendment No. 13, providing for woman’s suf- 
frage, should carry. 

Proposition No. 10, providing for county wide 
prohibition and depriving small cities of home 
rule should be defeated. 
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SWAPPING VOTES FOR ‘‘TRADE.’’ 

The letter written by D. C. McClung, prison 
warden and chairman of the -Democratic State 
Committee, urging votes for J. P. Murphy, Demo-

WEBB CITY, Mo., Oct. 24.—An old blind 
mule saved the lives of 50 imprisoned miners, 
trapped 250 feet underground by the terrible 
cave-in in the American-Davy coal workings 
here. 

All the lights were put out, and in the uttor 
blackness the 50 trapped miners were lost and 
helpless. 

It occurred to them to make their old track 
mule, Ben, their guide. 

For years he had beenas blindas they were 
now in the blackness, but he knew the gal- 
leries perfectly, by habit. One of the men 
held on to his harness and others followed, 
holding hands, and the mule guided them 
safely to the. shaft. 

We are tired of battling against this old yarn, 
but we will take one more fall out of it for luck. 

The mule that led the miners out was an “elec- 
tric mule,” which fs a piece of machinery that 
runs on a track. The gentle reader may or may 
not be interested in the lamentable fact that the 
regular old-fashioned mining mule is being rap- 
idly replaced by machinery.

The use of electric locomotives and mechan- 
ical devices is the only means by which the 
anthracite coal operators of Pennsylvania 
have been able-to keep pace with the in- 
creased cost of mining due to thinner veins, 
longer hauls and deeper shafts. It is only by 
increased efficiency in every department that 
modern mining can be made to pay. In the last 
decade, from 1902 to 1912, the horse power d-- 
veloped at the mines increased from E4387 
to 680,700, or 326,463 horsepower. 

By far the greater part of this increase was 
in the transportation below ground. This was 
formerly accomplished almost exclusiveiy by 
the patient mine mule. But a good mule is 
now worth $240. 

As a matter of fact, the number of s0ules 
decreased from 16,139 in 1902 to 15,187 in 1312. 
On the other hand the number of electric 1lo- 
comotives increased from 653 to 951, and the 
number of steam locomotives on the surface 
from 373 to 575. For short hauls and steep 
wrades no adequate substitute for the mule 
has been found, except a gathering apparatus 
consisting of a rope on a reel extending from 
the electric locomotive, but on long hauls ard 
moderate grades steam and electricity are sav- 
Ing millions of dollars annually. 


Sentimentally we all prefer the regular old, 
primeval, abysmal mule; but he is fast losing 
his job, giving way to the survival of the fittest. 
and he can’t be saved by any, amount of senti- 
mental lying. 
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BUSINESS AND POLITICS. 

A political as well as a commercial lesson is 
to be drawn from the Post-Dispatch’s publication 
today of dispatches from many important cities 
relating to business conditions and prospects. 
While there is complaint in most places, the 
dominant note is optimistic and courageous. 

Of the three prevalent reasons for slackened or 
depregsed trade and industry—the recent tariff 
revision, the war in Europe and the overproduc- 
tion of cotton—all are less acute today than they 
were some time ago. Business is adjusting it- 
self to the new system of taxation. The diffi- 
culties arising from war are being overcome. Cot- 
ton is to be properly financed and marketed at a 
fair price. The new banking and currency law 
is about to be put into operation. 

Where hope !s so generally expressed, it must 
be that it is based on the belief that no impor- 
tant political changes are to result from tomor- 
row’s elections. The most that the opposition to 
the Wilson administration can even hope to ac- 
complish nationally this year is the election of a mi 
Republican House of Representatives. If such a ieee WES 
body could be chosen, what would it be able to EON 
do? 

Assuming that a party led in its different fac- 
tions by Penrose and Cannon and Roosevelt and 
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Pinchot should agree upon anything beyond a 
congenial old time scheme of tariff extortion, it

could not write a line of new law and it could 
not wipe out a line of old law while the Senate 
remained Democratic and Woodrow Wileon re- 
mained President. The policies to which we are 
now committed cannot be changed for two or 
three years at least. In the meantime we shall 
have a great President pledged to justice, neu- 
trality, humanity and peace. Already strong 
abroad, he should be even stronger at home. He 
cannot be strong at home with a discordant Con- 
gress. He cannot maintain his influence abroad 
if the spirit of faction gains a crazy ascendancy 
among the American people. 

The various state and local tickets will give 
every voter the fullest opportunity tomorrow to 
declare his independence of party and boss. Na- 
tionally there is but one course for business men, 
patriots, good citizens to pursue and that is to 
reinforce Woodrow Wilson with a House of Rep- 
resentatives in harmony with his principles and 
policies at home and abroad. 
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A WAR OFFICE COMMONPLACE, 

We doubt if Col. Roosevelt meant to be an 
alarmist when he told the boys at Princeton 
he had seen “the plans of at least two great 
empires, now involved in war, to capture San 
Francisco and New York and hold them for ran- 
som.” 

The Colonel is an ex-commander in chief of the 
American army and navy. He is aware that the 
preparation of such plans is a commonplace in 
the war offices of all the great Powers. 

We shouldn't be surprised if he knew that the 
American war office contains some such plans, 
which might excite even more interest in other 
countries than his “revelation,” ill-timed and in- 
discreet, has evoked in —_ country. 

USES OF THE REFERENDUM IN 1914, 

No less than 48 referendum propositions will 
make demands on the judgment and discrimina- 
tion of California voters tomorrow. Several 
of them are obviously preparatory to the Panama 
Exposition next spring. Others clear the way for 
public ownership of further utilities in that State 
and include a provision for condemning the prop- 
erty of service corporations under private own- 
ership which the public may desire to take over. 

One that might be adopted in other states for 
the saving of no small amount in rent authorizes 
the construction of buildings at San Francisco and 
Los Angeles for State officials stationed in those 
cities. No. 2, submitted under the initiative, pro- 
vides for State-wide prohibition and No. 39, also 
submitted under the initiative, provides that in 
case No. 2 is carried, from one to two years shall 
be granted the liquor intereste to accommodate 
themselves to the new condition. 

That woman suffrage is having its expected in- 
fluence on the character of California legislation 
ig evident. But if the California use of the refer- 
endum this year stands at the head in the num- 
ber and diversity of the questions put up to the 
people, Oregon’s stands at the head in novelty and 
daring. The assent of Oregon voters will be asked 
to the abolition of their State Senate. — 

This is the first time the proposal has been sub- 
mitted to the people of any State, but if it is 
adopted the proposal is sure to be ‘submitted in 
other states. For it must be admitted that the 
State Senate is a rather discredited institution all 
over America and the workings of the Canadian 
Provincial Parliaments, which consist of a sin- 
gle chamber, have made a favarable impression 
on many American observers. especially those 
along the border.

A TIP TO CUBISTS.

Investment Sentiment Continues 
to Improve in Wall Street 
District. 


Plan to Aid London Stock Ex- 
change Is Announced. 
LONDON, Nov. 2.—An official state- 
ment issued last night a, the Treasury 
ives the plan of the Government to 
acilitate stock exchange business and 
to prevent undue depreciation in in- 
vestments by avoiding the necessity for 

forced realization. 

The Government has arranged with 
the Bank of England to make advances 
to certain classes of lenders to enable 
them to continue their loans until 
after the end of the war. The scheme 
will be confined to ‘‘account to ac- 
count’? loans made to members of the 
stock exchange by lenders, other than 
banks to which currency facilities are 
open. All such bankers have agreed 
not to press loans for repayment or 
require a deposit of further margin un- 
til after the expiration of 12 months 
from the conclusion of peace. 

Phe Government will arrange with 
the Bank of England to advance to 
lenders 60 per cent of the value of se- 
curities they hold against any loans 
they had outstanding on July 29. 
Loans by banks are to bear interest at 
1 per cent above the bank rate, with 
the minimum 5 per cent. The interest 
will be payable fortnightly, or at each 
settlement when the stock exchange is 
reopened. The bank will not press for 
the repayment of advances until a year 
has elapsed from the conclusion of 
eace.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
View today, says: 

“While foreign exchange held firm 
again today, around a level 1 cent 
or thereabouts above the normal 
maximum, all other branches of the 
financial market, where the senti- 
ment of the hour is shown, continued 
last week’s cheerfulness. 

“For short-term notes of high 
standing there was an extremely 
active demand, and prices on the New 
Street market advanced. Presumably 
the foreign exchange market was 
influenced by the raising of war in- 
surance riska-—partly because of the 
German captures of English ships in 
Southern and Eastern waters, partly 
because of what has been happening 
as a result of that monstrosity of up- 
to-date war, the setting of floatin 
mines adrift in the path of neutra 
commerce. 

Sterling Exchange Higher. 


“There was a stronger tone to the 
sterling exchange market and sight ex- 
change ruled about 4% cent above Sat- 
urday at 4.90 The market was rather 
dull much of the time, but the demand 
from mercantile sources was strong, 
and it was evident that some large 
transactions were being seen for. 

“Trading was. sentimentally ed 
by the new developments regarding the 
policy of Great Britain with reference 
to the shipments of various material to 
Italian and other ports. 

“The fear was expressed that these 
rules, unless modified, would have a, 
bad effect upon shipping, and that the 
ultimate result would be a curtailment 
of the movement of merchandise and 
foodstuffs to ports near Germany. 

“This development had influence upon 
the market for marine insurance. or 
this cause and the causes above re- 
ferred to, there was not the supply of 
war-risk insurance that was offered last 


week. 

“Rates were in some cases advanced. 
but the changes were not excessive, The 
attitude of the underwriters seemed to 
indicate a willingness to take the risks, 
but only under conditions which made 
he insurance less of a protection than 
it. formerly was. All these changes had 
an effect upon the foreign exchange 
market, for in all European shipments 
of the last three months the war risk 
has had to be reckoned with. 

“There was some selling of ex- 
oor by the bankers of the Gold 
Fund Committee, but the offerings 
wére not large. The chances are that

“There was strong buying of invest- 
ment securities, and the extent of the 
demand both from private investors and 
from financial institutions was, if any- 
thing, troader than it was a week ago 
Some of the municipal securities which 
had been carried by syndicates for some 
time found a market at prices averay- 
ing from 1 to 2 points above the low 
level of last week. The chief demand, 
however, was for short-term issues. 

“More banks had under discussion the 
retirement of clearing house loan cer- 
tificates, and the emergency notes taken 
out under the provisions of the Aldrich- 
Vreeland act. It was evident that a 
good deal of this additional circulation 
poe be surrendered in the near fu- 
ure. 

‘Some of the large banks made a dis- 
tinction in loans made on call to bor- 
rowers who guaranteed to pay them 
whenever asked to do so. This guaran- 
ty, in normal times, is never asked, 
since a call loan is supposed to be per- 
fectly liquid and subject to call without 
notice. 

‘But since the Stock Exchange closed 
its doors the banks have had to con- 
sider the cash resources of a borrower 
as never before. 

‘‘In cases where a borrower guaranteed 
to pay off a loan on demand, banks 
made advances today at 5% per cent. 
This rate was unusual, however, and 
given only in cases where the borrower 
was financially able to meet demands 
made upon him. 

“Some of the banks still had call loans 
outstanding at 8 per cent, although the 
rate generally asked was 6 per cent, ex- 
cept in the special cases referred to. 

‘‘A good deal of money is outstanding 
for the account of the Western banks, 
which usually lend heavily on Wall 
street collateral. Much of this fund is 
loaned at 7 per cent, which has been the 
rate asked for weeks past in some of 
the important markets of the West.

SHOWS SMALL EARNINGS 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 2.—The eighty-eightn 
annua! report of the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road Co. for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
last, was issued today. 

As reflected in a thorough analysis of the 
income account the report {s complete with 
respect to the operations for the ng 

The total operating revenue, including out- 
side operations, was $99,052,100.11, a de- 
crease of $4,207,842.21, compared with the 
preceding year. Operating expenses, also in- 
cluding outside operations, amounted to §74,- 
560,847.28, a decrease of $1,366,962.81; and 
net revenue from all sources was $24,471,- 
802.83, a decrease of $2,430,570.90. 

Grogs revenue from rail operations, exclu- 
sively, was $97,411,441.48, a decrease of 
*4,144.690.14. As further set forth in the 
iricome account, tax accruals increased $265, - 
560. and deductions from gross income on 
account of rents, interest, etc., showed a 
tuial increase of $2,241,159.66. 

Other incomes increased $85,513.15, and 
the net corporate income of $9,260,024.88 
wae a decrease of $4,132,087. Dividends 
of 4 per cent on _ the eferred stock, 
amounting to $2. 354,633.64. and 6 per 
cent on common stock, amounting to $9,118 - 

2.47, were paid, 89 that after miscel- 
laneous adjustments uring the year there 
was a net balance to the credit of profit 
and loss of $82,8(4, 187.74. 

Commenting upon the falling off in net 
operating income with respect to dividen] 
requirements, the report states that ‘‘Large- 
ly because of the extraordinary flood ex- 
penditures of over $2,000,000, already referred 
to and which were charged to operating ex- 
penses during the year, together with ‘he 
recession in business, the net operating in- 
come fell short of the full amount required 
for the 6 per cent dividend, which has ieen 
paid upon the common stock for the fast 
eight years. 

“The company has earned and curried to 
surplus during the past 10 years over §$30,- 
0U0,000 and the profit and loss account this 
year, after necessary adjustments, showed a 
balance of $41,922.940.. In view of these cir- 
cumstances the board’ feit justified in e¢wn- 
tinuing the established dividend on the dasis 
of 6 per cent. 

‘‘In reaching this conclusion, consideration 
Was given to the application for an increase 
in freight rates then pending before ihe iu- 
terstate Commerce Commission, as a resuit 
of which it is hoped that the company may 
be permitted to so adjust its charges as to 
offset in part at least the increased ex- 
penses of a permanent nature, such as high- 
er rates of pay. increased taxes, etc., and 
thereby be enabled to earn a fair return 
upon the property investment. 

‘In this connection it wags shown in the 
rate hearin~ in the so-called 5 per cent case 
that the expenses and charges of the com- 
pany for the year 1913 were $4,712,000 great- 
er than they would have been had the rates 
of wages and taxes alone remained the same 
as in the pene 1910, an amount equal to 
more than per cent upon the entire com- 
mon stock,’’
